It will be re­ 


called that the marines tirst landed 


in Vera Cruz when llu erta refused 
to salute the stars and stripes and 


were la'ter supplanted by the Fifth 


arm y brigade. 
In addition 
to the 
Fifth, there were two batteries and 


artillery and two troops of cavalry 
of tli,c Sixth brigade a!t Vera Cruz. 


Although all the belligerent Mexi­ 
cans in the seaport town were sup­ 
posed to have been quieted when the 
marines gave way 
to the 
troops, 


there was a hit of sniping after the 


soldiers arrived, according to Mr. 


Hilligoss. They shot from the house­ 


tops and every 
other 
conceivable 


place which would afford them pro­ 


tection. 
The Mexican federal troops 
had all fled to the foothills around 


V era Cruz when the marines landed 


and were nowhere in sight when the 


troops took charge of the city. 


The snipers became 
so 
vicious 


soon after the 'troopers arrived, Mr. 


H illig o ss says, that some light artil­ 


lery was used to dislodge some of 
them. 
All of the buildings, he said, 


were fortification style, with a wall 


tthree to five feet around the top of 
them 
so that snipers could easily 


hide and shoot down on the street. 


The artillery fire, he stated, 
tore 


these w alls down before the snipers 


were dislodged. 


The only aCtual service the fifth 


brigade 
saw was for seven 
days 
when the federal troops threatened 


to cut off communication 
between 


Mexico City and Vera Cruz. 
When 


the federal J evacuated Vera 
Cruz 


at the coming of the U. S. mariiu 
they tore up a section of the ra il­ 
road 
between the capital and the 


seaport. 
The United Sta'tes troops 


extended their lines to the gap in tin 


railroad and 
protected 
passengers 


who were transferred across the gap. 
At (»ne time the federáis shoved a 


box car down on the Vera Cruz end 


of the railroad and prevented the 


train from reaching the gap. 
They 


had artillery located on some foot­ 


hills near the gap and began sweep­ 


ing the gap with a heavy fire. 
A de­ 
tachment of troops was rushed to 


the scene, took the Mexican ai'tillery 


and then retired into their trenches, 


to await an attack from the Mexi­ 


cans. 
But one was never made. The 


U. S. soldiers lived in the 
trenches 


seven days and nights andf lived on 


hard tack and cold bacon because 
they were not allowed to make flres.

Expecting Mexican Attack. 


Clifford) 1. Hilligoss, who- was 
a 


•week ago today honorably discharg- 
ed from the United States army and 
who saw service at Vera Cruz, Mexi- 
co when the United States troops 
occupied it, is here the guest of his 
grandfather, I. L. Clifford, and other 
relatives. He was a son of tthe late 
Carl Hilligoss and is a nephew of 
Mrs. Dan Matlock and Mrs. Will M. 
Frazee of this city- 


Mr. Hilligoss tells an interesting 


story of the seven months' stay of 
Ihe Fifth brigade 
of 'the 
regular 


army in Vera Cruz. It will be re- 
called that the marines first landed 
in Vera Cruz when Huerta refused 
to salute the stars and stripes and 
were lalter supplanted by the Fiftli 
army brigade. 
In addition to the 


Fifth, there were two batteries and 
artillery and two troops of cavalry 
of this Sixth brigade alt Yeni. Cruz. 


Although, alt'<*ie belligerent Mexi- 


cans in the seaport town were sup- 
posed to have been quieted when the 
marines gave way to the 
troops, 


there was a bit of sniping after the 
isoldiers arrived, according to Mr. 
Hilligoss. They shot from the house- 
tups and every 
other conceivable 


place which would afford them pro- 
tection. The Mexican federal troops 
had all fled to the foothills around 
Vera Cruz when the marines landed 
and were nowhere in sight when the 
troops took charge of the city. 


The snipers became so 
vicious 


soon after the troopers arrived, Mr. 
Hilligoss says; that some light artil- 
lery was used to dislodge some of 
them. All of the buildings, he said, 
were fortification -style, with a wall 
(three to five feet around the top of 
them 
so that -snipers could easily 


hide and shoot-down on the street. 
The artillery fire, he stated, 
tore 


these walls down before the snipers 
•were dislodged. 


The only actual service the fifth 


brigade 
saw was for seven 
days 


when the federal troops threatened 
to cut off communication 
between 


Mexico City and Vera Cruz. When 
the federal J evacuated Vera Cruz 
at the coming of the U. S. marines; 
they tore up a section of the rail- 
road 
between the capital and the 


seaport. The United Sta'tes troops 
extended their lines to the gap in the 
railroad and protected passengers 
who were transferred across the gap. 
At one time the federals shoved a 
box car down on the Vera Cruz end 
of the railroad and prevented the 
train from reaching the gap. They 
had artillery located on some foot- 
hills near the gap and began sweep- 
ing the gap with a heavy fire. A de- 
tachment of troops was rushed to 
the scene, took the Mexican artillery 
and then retired into their trenches, 
to await an attack from the Mexi- 
cans! But one was never made. The 
U. S. soldiers lived in the 
(trenches 


seven days and nights and) lived on 
Jiard' tack and cold bacon because 
they were not allowed to make fires.
